WHAT ABOUT YOUR ES- 
TATE PLANNING? 

The orderly arrangement of a 
person's assets has come to be 
known in recent years as ‘estate 
planning.”” 

Difficult as it may be to find 
some little time during a busy 
day to think about plans for the
